Tho Aniorioau Ooustitution WHS tho pro 


tluotiou of tho most intelligent minds of ou 
country (it tho period of its formation. 
I 


was not iu any fionso tho result of iuvoutiv 
genius; for its main features had been stig 
gosled by the experience of tho thirtee 
colonies both during nud before tho con 
federation. 
When wo compare it with UK 


British CoiislitntlqD, with tho Articles o 
Oonfederation, and with 
tho 
tlifforon 


colonial govorumouts, fre shall bo surprisei 
to find how little there is in it that was new 
The particulars in which tho new govern 
inent differed from that of the Confedera 
tiou had boon suggested 'by the very brio 
experience of a few years under tho latte 
government.

Tho formers of tho Constitution wer 


very conservative democrats, if' democrat 
they might bo called. 
While professing 


theoretically to believe in tho natural right 
of niou, find in ft government by tho peo 
pie, they entertained a profound distrust o 
the capacity of the people to govern them 
selves; and consented to bring the new gov 
eminent directly to the people only in on 
department,—tho election of members o 
tho House of .Representatives. By recog' 
uiziug the necessity of an elective execu 
tivo, find putting away with aversion th< 
idea of n monarchy, thoyyot sought to place 
the executive as far from tho people as 
possible. They accordingly 
devised th 


scheme of tho electoral college,tho members 
of which were to bo chosen in a manner 
prescribed by tho legislatures of tho Severn 
states, * * * * Tho theory of tho oleo 
toral college was, that it should bo composed 
of a body of select men, chosen on ncconu 
of their wisdom aud liigh character, who 
should bo entirely uncommitted and un- 
trammelled in their action, and meet, de- 
liberate-, and vote with perfect independence. 
And, to secure their independence, it was 
provided that they should vote by ballot, so 
that one should not know how tho others 
voted. Not only were they not expected to 
bo pledged in advance to voto for a parti- 
cular candidate, but tho precise theory of 
their creation was, that they should not be 
so pledged,but remain perfectly free and un- 
committed, to do what their sound judg- 
ment dictated, when they came together to 
choose a president. 
* * * * The con- 


stitution further provided, that in case no 
person received n majority of the votes of 
ill the electors appointed, tho Housa of 
Kopresontatives should proceed to elect, 
voting by states,—each stale having ouo 
vote, without regard to population, or to 
l;ho number of representatives in the House. 
New York, having n population forty six 
;imes greater than Nevada, would have but 
ono vot6j—Nevada having one. 


Another fact which the enemies of repub- 


icau government in Europe have been slow 
:o recognize, is the conservatism of the 
masses of tho American people. 
Tho ono- 


iios of republicanism have through centu- 


ries 
opposed 
it, 
upon 
tho 
ground 


,hat the people aro governed by passion and 
mpulse, variable in their notions, pulling 
town tomorrow what they built today, and 
ncapable of a steady purpose or policy. 
Iho experience of a hundred years with tho 
American people has demonstrated tho fact 
hat the great mnss aro opposed to change, 
—are steady, conservative, and consistent 
"n their views, nnd will not consent to any 
ilteratiou in tho fundamental plan of gov- 
ernment, except upon tho clearest con- 
victions, established by long experience,"of 
ho uecGssity for n change.

Tho lato election for President showed 


lot only that tho great purpose for which 
ho electoral college was originally created 
ind utterly failed, but that it is artificial, 
complex, liable to derangement and acci- 
leut, and gives riso to a number of quea- 
ious which may; decide tho result of an 
election, and yet Imvo no connection with 
",ho merits of tho controversy. * * * * 
Experience, as well as reason, now suggests 
hat the rubbish of tho electoral college be 
iruslied away 
entirely, and the people 


:llowecl to voto directly for tho man of 
heir choice for President and Vico-Prcsi- 
,ent. Now tho people cfmnot voto for him, 
'iut must volo for others who aro pledged to 
'oto for him. 
All this requires that there 


hall bo political conventions or caucuses, 
vhich shall place in nomination tho persons 
o bo voted for as electors, so that all tho 
leonlo of the samo way of thinking may 
oto for tho same candidates for 
olcc-
